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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/28/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-24 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1 and 10 have been 
amended. Claims 11-15 have been previously withdrawn as a non-elected invention. 

3. In light of the amendments and further consideration, the previous rejection is maintained 
below. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 1-10 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Tabota 
et al. (US Pat. 6,663,929) in view of Totani et al. (JP 2002-166509). 

The applied reference has a common Assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of 
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invention for the claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference 
under 37 CFR 1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the 
application and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in 
the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S. C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing that the 
reference is disquahfied under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(1)(1) and § 706.02(1)(2). 

Tabota discloses a polycstcr-typc hcat-shrinkable film, an intermediate layer, and an ink 
layer. The heat-shrinkable layer has a shrinkability of 30-80%, significantly overlapping the 
instantly claimed range. The ink layer comprises a binder including polyester-type or urethane- 
type resin and lubricants (see col. 6, In. 4-18). The intermediate layer comprises an acryl- 
modified polyester or polyurethane resin with a hydrophilic group including sulfonic acid group 
(see col. 6, In. 55-64; col. 7, In. 11-32). 

With respect to the specific values of surface resistances, it has been held that discovery 
of optimum workable ranges would merely require experimentations. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
utilized a surface resistance with a value of Log.Q <12.0 for the film of Tabota in order to 
improve scratch resistance. The same arguments are presented with respect to other properties, 
such as dynamic fiiction coefficient and weight loss. 

Tabota does not specify the lubricants in the ink layer. 
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Totani discloses a heat-shrinkable multilayer film, comprising lubricants comprising fatty 
acid amides and hydrocarbon waxes to improve many properties including heat shrinkability, 
lubricity, and blocking resistance (see abstract). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
employed the lubricants, as taught by Totani, in the ink layer of Tabota in order to enhance 
properties such as lubricity and heat shrinkability. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 6/28/2010 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Throughout the Remarks, Applicants' argue that Tabota does not teach a surface layer as 
the easily slipping layer, it is noted that the claim language does not convey that the easily 

slipping layer. In response to Applicants' argument that 

7. In response to applicant's argiiment that there is no teaching, suggestion, or motivation to 
combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness may be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.

1385 (2007). In this case, Totani is used to illustrate that lubricants such as fatty acid amides and 
hydrocarbon waxes have been taught in the prior art.
